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The 2019-2020 academic year at Hinds Community 
College started out routine enough, with students 
participating in athletics, intramurals, student government, 
Phi Theta Kappa and all other organizations and activities 
that make the college experience exciting. 

But two events happened that disrupted the normal routine 
of activities, one that primarily impacted faculty and staft 
and the other that impacted everyone worldwide. 

First, on Dec. 4, 2019, Hinds President Dr. Clyde Muse 
announced his retirement effective June 30, 2020 after 
42 years as college president. Hinds employees planned 
a series of events to recognize him, beginning with the 
Celebrating the Muse Legacy event on Feb. 20, 2020. As 
it turned out, subsequent receptions in his honor were 
cancelled because of the next major unanticipated event — 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 

COVID-19, or coronavirus, began to spread noticeably into 
the United States just about the time Hinds students left 
Campus for spring break, March 9-13. They returned to the 
college only to pick up belongings left in residence halls. All 
classes moved online beginning March 23. 

An array of spring activities, including PTK inductions, 
award programs, intramurals and spring sports, were 
cancelled for the rest of March and into April. 

This issue of Eagle Archive features all fall activities 
relevant to students. But, unfortunately, because of the 
truncated spring semester, only a few spring activities are 
able to be represented.

Dr. Muse announces his retirement... 


On Dec. 4, 2019, Dr. Clyde Muse 
announced his intention to retire as 
president of Hinds Community College 
on June 30, 2020 after having served as 
president since July 1, 1978. 


During a 42-year tenure, Dr. Muse showed 
himself to be a visionary leader who set 
the standard for creating innovative ways 
to serve the college's many communities, 
always with a servant's heart. 


Born in Benton County in north 
Mississippi, he was the fifth of seven sons. 
He graduated from Sebastopol High School 
and East Central Junior College in Decatur, 
where he earned a basketball scholarship 
to attend Delta State University. There he 
met Leland freshman Vashti Underwood, 
and they married in 1952. 


In his first job out of college, he taught 
multiple classes and coached basketball, 
track and junior high football at Canton 
High School. In 1959, he went to Starkville, 
where he made many contributions to the community, including inventing tee-ball. 





While teaching and coaching the 1961 State Championship Boys Basketball team in Starkville, he earned a Master's 
Degree in School Administration from Mississippi State University and later became principal at Starkville High School 
as well as assistant superintendent. By 1969, he had completed all requirements for a Doctorate in Administration at 
MSU with a dissertation on early childhood education. 


That same year, Dr. Clyde Muse became superintendent of the Hinds County school system, the second largest 
school district in Mississippi at that time. He invested two years as Hinds County schools superintendent during an 
extraordinarily turbulent time marked by a federal desegregation order.

In 1971, Dr. Muse accepted the superintendent's position in Meridian and led the school district for seven years. 


At the urging of then-Board President Ted Kendall Ill and with the approval of the Board of Trustees, he returned to 
Raymond as president of Hinds Junior College on July 1, 1978. 


He immediately set about a multifaceted mission of guiding the college's academic ship through complex waters 
of social change and phenomenal enrollment growth begun by his. Among his immediate priorities was upgrading 
physical facilities. Over the last 42 years, Dr. Muse has improved infrastructure at all of Hinds’ locations. 


But the Clyde Muse era has been much 
more than a building program. He has 
always been, first and foremost, focused 
on people, with his students at the heart of 
his concerns. He has constantly strived to 
keep tuition low so that it was affordable. 


Even during the COVID-19 pandemic, 
in every Cabinet meeting as decisions 
were made, he asked, “Now, is this the 
best action for our students?” He has 
always had an open door for students, 
and his remarkable memory for details 
about people allows him to greet former 
students by name and with specific 
questions about their families. 


At the start of Dr. Muse's presidency, the 
college formed the Hinds Junior College 
Development Foundation to raise money 
from the private sector for growth and 
development. Most of the Foundation’s 
earnings from events and donations are 
spent each year on student scholarships. 


Also. within his first year, Hinds 
Connection was formed as a_ student 
hospitality group. The brainchild of his 
late wife Vashti Underwood Muse, Hinds 
Connection was originally created with 
the specific purpose of serving at Dr. 
Muses investiture. Since then, its role has 
expanded to recruiting and community 
relations. Hinds Connection serves today 
at many college events. 


He has also championed many 
programs for the benefit of all students, 
from developmental programs for students 
who need more help in successfully 
completing college-level classes to the 
Honors Institute for high achievers who 
need more challenging programs. He 
Supported international travel programs for 
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DR. MUSE RETIREMENT | 2019 - 2020 


both students and faculty, including an exchange program with England's Bridgwater College that led to the creation 
of the music industry program. 


Early in his presidency, Dr. Muse coined the phrase “The College for All People’ while working to ensure all 
Mississippians had the opportunity for quality, affordable and accessible higher education. In 1987, Hinds was among 
the two-year institutions in Mississippi that officially became a “community college’ to reflect a broadening sense of 
value to the state as a whole. 


Dr. Muse has been at the forefront of establishing community colleges as the primary workforce training entity 
in the state. He has fostered workforce partnerships with industry to 
drive career-tech programs, such as in 2014 with the trucking industry 
and continuing into 2016 with diesel equipment and heavy machinery. 
In 2016, as German tire maker Continental considered locations for 
its new plant in western Hinds County, Dr. Muse was instrumental in 
persuading the company that Hinds was up to the task of training its 
workforce. 


Both Dr. Muse and Mrs. Muse, an eminent developmental education 
professional in her own right, fought for equitable educational 
opportunity for all students. For more than 50 years, Mrs. Muse, who 
died in July 2010, was the underdogs champion who made sure that 
at-risk students had an opportunity to succeed. 


As he wrapped up his final year as president in 2019-2020, Dr. Muse 
led the largest community college and the fourth-largest institution of 
higher learning in Mississippi. 


But while Clyde Muse's accomplishments are many, he will be best 
remembered by the Hinds Community College family for his dynamic 
personality, warm smile, caring nature and his servant's heart for all 
people.

More than 900 friends and family gathered on Feb. 20, 2020 to celebrate the legacy of retiring Hinds President 
Dr. Clyde Muse, who had 68 years of public service to Mississippi education, including 42 years to Hinds Community 
College. 

Guests came from throughout Mississippi and a number of other states — Texas, Arkansas, Kentucky, Georgia, 
New Hampshire and Washington, D.C., to name a few — to attend the special event. 

The auditorium of the Clyde Muse Center on the Rankin Campus was adorned with special touches of purple, the 
favorite color of the late Vashti Underwood Muse. The on-stage screen was framed with purple luminous lighting. 

The unique table centerpieces were arrangements of vegetables — squash, eggplant, carrots as anod to Dr. Muse's 
passion for gardening — along with daisies and purple roses. Following the example of “generous giving’ demonstrated 
by Dr. Muse throughout his lifetime, the assortment of produce was donated to a local charity to be shared with those 
in need. 

The heart of the program was 
a powerful tribute by all nine living 
governors and lieutenant governors, who 
recalled not only Dr. Muse's influence on 
them as individuals but also the impact 
he had on education policy in the halls 
of the state Capitol. They talked of how 
his gentle demeanor, soft-spoken words 
and clear focus on what was best for 
students made an impression on them 
as public servants.

CORONAVIRUS PANDEMIC 2020 A TIME OF CHANGE FOR HINDS COMMUNITY COLLEGE 

The coronavirus pandemic was an unprecedented event for Hinds Community College's students, faculty and staft 
— one fraught with challenges the college and its supporters met at every step. 

Beginning the week of spring break, employees worked tirelessly to help instructors move classes online. Much 
of the work involved getting instructors who had previously taught face-to-face exclusively up to speed on how to 
manage their students’ assignments online. Beginning March 23, classes for all six campuses moved online. 

Canvas, Zoom and Facebook Live became the primary vehicles of instruction during the spring semester's final 
two months. For example, courses such as English or history where research papers might have been handed in 
physically were now uploaded via grant-funded technology 
administered by the college's three Writing Centers. At all 
six locations, wif! hotspots were set up in parking lots on 
campus to assist students in accessing their assigned 
work. 

On the career and technical side, courses that were 
never meant for online instruction had to adjust quickly. 
Students werent without help in that regard, as everything 
from agribusiness to nursing and allied health courses 
transitioned to online instruction. 

“The sudden switch to online classes caused a bit of 
discordance in all aspects of life,’ said Jeremy Evans, a 
Rankin Campus student who planned to attend medical 
school after Hinds, adding his instructors and employees 


helped ease the stress of finishing their respective class 
Jeremy Evans loads. 
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Students such as Breanna McNair, an Associate 
Degree Nursing student at the Jackson Campus- 
Nursing/Allied Health Center, fretted initially 
whether the virus had halted their track to 
graduation. 

“| can honestly say that | never in a million years 
expected to be attending nursing school online,’ 
McNair said. “The nursing instructors have put 
hours of work into moving the program online. My 
clinicals instructor, Bonnie Brooks, has been most 
helpful to me during this time.’ 

In the case of aviation, a change to federal law 
had to happen for those studying to be aircraft 
mechanics to remain on track to graduate with a 
valid credential. The Federal Aviation Administration 
allowed schools with such programs as Hinds to 
switch to online instruction so long as instructors 
kept in daily contact with students, delivered the 
content and provided reasonably secure testing. 

In all courses, Zoom technology allowed 
_~ } instructors to record their lectures to maintain a

consultation with a Raymond Campus student. Not all effects of the virus resulted in barren 

landscapes at some of Hinds’ six locations. The 
Vicksburg WIN Job Center, housed at the Vicksburg-Warren Campus, got busier during the initial weeks of the 
Statewide shelter-in-place order, as streams of workers left jobless by the virus filed for unemployment benefits there. 

As was also the case with four-year universities in the state, athletics ground to a halt for the spring and summer. 
The National Junior College Athletic Association (NJCAA) on March 16 canceled competition for the remainder of 
the academic year. Later, the governing body for athletics at two-year colleges nationwide ruled that no spring sport 
student-athlete enrolled at a member college in 2020 would be charged a year of participation.

Prior to that, he served 
as president of Colby Community College 
in Colby, Kansas, from 2011-2015. He 
was chief instructional officer at East 
Mississippi Community College for seven 
years and spent eight years at Bevill State 
Community College in Alabama. 

At Bevill, he served in a variety of 
roles, including faculty member, Student 
Support Services (TRIO) Director, college- 
wide career-technical administrator and as 
Fayette Campus CEO, and at the University 
of Alabama as a fulltime staff member 
in the Gorgas Undergraduate Library. He 
has served on numerous local, state and 
national boards and committees. 

Dr. Vacik earned a_ doctorate 
of education in higher education 
administration, a master of arts in history, 
and a bachelor of arts in English from the 
University of Alabama in Tuscaloosa. 

“We are extremely pleased that Dr. Vacik 
has chosen to return to Mississippi and 
assume leadership of Hinds Community 
College, said Paul Breazeale, president of 
the Hinds Community College Board of 
Trustees. 

“Throughout his career, he has 
demonstrated the ability to develop 
and nurture relationships between the 
community, business and industry, and 
the college.
